at this time for later delivery.

A confusing, situation .exists with re- 
gard to cars. Representatives of tie 
iron'and s-.eel;-industry appeared be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission late last week, setting, forth 
that Order No. 7 'had' taken a great 
many. cars away from' them, and that 
is the complaint made in the iron and 
steel industry, generally, but the coal 
operators ou the other hand assert 
that they1 have seen little if any in- 
crease in the number of cars furnish- 
ed them. .The. question naturally arises 
what happened, if cars disappeared 
from one service and did .ABC ag^ear 
In another. In some quarters it is sug- 
gested that the railroad movement as 
a whole has slowed down to an addi- 
tional eitent.
